Richmond, Va., April %4.—¢Special.)—To- 


day was the crowning day of the South- 
ern Educational conference. The audi- 
ences were larger than at any time 


since the body first met, and the enthu- 
Sslasm was unbounded. 

The plic schools. of Richmond had 
given all the children a holiday and 
likewise a number of the private schools, 
in order that they might be able to at- 
tend the conference session. 

This morning the leading address was 
delivered by Captain Lyman Hall, presi- 
dent of the Georgia School of Technolo- 
Zy. He spoke of ‘“‘The Needs of the New 
South,” and held the large audience 
spelfbound as he spoke to them of the 
many ways in which the youth of the 
south might be uplifted to higher use- 
fulness. 

President Hall is a central figure here. 
The institution over which he presides 
occupies a high station in the estimation 
of the leaders of this new educational 
movement. President Baldwin, of the 
General Education board, said to me to- 
day that no money appropriated by the 
board would yield richer income in men- 
tal deyelopmient than that given to the 
Georgia School of Technology. : 

He regards it as one of the greatest 
educational institutions of the south and 
expects -great“ithings from: it in the fu- 
ture. While President Hall was speaking 
the gehtiemen from the north paid the 
closest oe attention and as he struck 
home in hls strong and forceful remarks 
they would exclaim, “‘Good, good.” Cap- 
t%in Hall's address appears on the ‘édi- 
torial page of The Constitution this morn- 
ing: 

. Address by Dr. Glenn. 

This:‘afternoon Hon. G. R. Glenn, for- 
mer state school commissioner of Geor- 
gia, and now assistant agent of the Pea- 
body fund, spoke on ‘Public Education 
and the Locality.’’ 

This subject, in the minds of al] the 
educators, takes rank in importance with 
the consolidation of schools and _ the 
transportation of pupils. In fact, around 
this trio of questions revolves all the 
work of the educational conference. 

Mr. Glenn was especially forceful in 
his remarks, and the arguments pre- 
sented were those. that sooner or later 
will be thundered into the ears of Geor- 
gia legislators until they decide to take 
proper steps to authorize local taxatton 
for school purposes in Georgia. 

Tonight all the Georgians were made 
still prouder oftheir native state by 
the masterful address of Chancellor Wal- 
ter B. Hill, of the University of Georgia, 
on the subject of “Negro Education in 
the South.” 

Chancellor Hill’s Speech. 

Mr. Hill's difficult, subject was handled 
in a most conservative but most posi- 
tive manner. It contained a number of 
plain statements told in plain terms, but 
it was an address that met the approval 
f all. It was a contribution to the sub- 
ject under discussion that will live. All 
through the address Dr. Hill was vigor- 
ously applauded, and at its conclusion 
was highly complimented and congrat- 
ulated by the body of educators present. 
Georgia has reason to fee] proud of the 
fact that she has such a recognized 
leader of thought at the head of her 
great institution of learning. 

Dr. Hamilton Wright Mabie, who made 
such a splendid address at Athens last 
year, captivated the conference again

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Observer, and a member of the national 
democratic committee from North Caro- 
lina. He started out by saying that there 
have been four obstacles to educational 
progress in the south: 

“Il. The negro, enfranchised against the 
protest of the people, who were forced, 
against their will, to pay taxes to edcuate 
him, 

“2. Poverty—grinding poverty—following 
war and reconstruction such as this gen- 
eration knows not of. 

“3. The lack of qualified teachers and 
the lack of inducement to capable men 
and women to become teachers. 

“4. Geographical difficulties. 

“The greatest of these obstacles has 
been and is now and must be, at least, in 
this generation, the negro. He has been 
the lion in the path, the ever-present and 
often insurmountable obstacle to public 
education.” 

He took 2 hopeful view as to overcom- 
ing all these obstacles, and touching the 
greaiest, said, in part: 

“There is a class. and in the class, 
I believe, most of the thoughtful people 
of the south are to be found, who feel 
that, whatever may be the result, they 
dare not shut the door of hope and oppor- 
tunity to any people anywhere—the negro 
in the gouth, the Indian in the weat, ihe 
Filipino In Manila. They hoped, they be- 
lieved, they trusted, that eventually it 
would prove beneficial, because they haves 
faith that tight and knowledge will surely 
‘bless them -wherever they a@bound.”’ 

The last speaker was Dr. J. H. Kirk- 
land, chancellor of Vanderbilt’ univer- 
sity. who made an interesting talk on 
teachers and the state. :

Lyman Abbott Heard. 


The fine audiences attending the ses- 
sions of the conference, for education 
have continued to the end’ The Academy 
of Music was again ‘thronged tonight, 
the members of the conference and the 
ladies with them being re-enforced by 
many of the most prominent people of the 
city, not only educationally. speaking, but 
as respects society, the professions and 
all dines of business and «industry. 

The speakers were R. Fulton Cutting, 
of New York, whose subject was ‘The 
Responsibility of Government for Public 
Education.”’ 

Dr. Walter B. Hill, chancellor of the 
University of Georgia, who spoke on 
‘Negro Education at the South,” and 
Hamilton W. Mabie, associate editor, and 
Dr. Lyman Abbott, editor of The Out- 
look, New York city. 

Dr. Abbott's theme was “Impressions 
of the Conference,” and he spoke elo- 
quently of the revival of education rep- 
resented by the conference. The highest 
education, he said, is that for service. 
Industrial training, instead of being 
looked down upon, should and would, 
eventually, he believed, be reggrded as 
of the. highest type in its direction. 

He paid a glowing: tribute to the hos- 
pitality of Richmond, and expressed joy 
in the growing unity of the country. 
The civil war, he said, taught the north 
and south to respect each other as they 
had never before done. 

Referring to the suffrage, he quoted 
Henry Ward Beecher to show that many 
men in the north believed that placing 
of the ballot in the hands of the negro 
could never be a guccess until the blagk 
man should fit himself to exercise the 
privilege intelligently. The ballot is a 
prerogative and a responsibility, he said, 
rather than a right. “fanhood suffrage is 
the thing, he continued, but it must ba 
remembered that mahhood comes first 
and suffrage second. 

Dr, Abbott closed with a beautiful fore- 
cast of what the present educational] re- 
vival will result in, of what the twen- 
tieth century will effect in the Way of 
perfecting manhood. 

He attributed the beginning of the 
present revival, by the way, to a certain 
evangelistic trip made some fourteen 
years ago through North Carolina py 
two young men, Dr. Alderman, president 
of Tulane university, New Orleans. and 
Dr. -Mclver, president of the Norma! 
school at Greensboro, N. C.

sad state of the famous document by 


Andrew Allen, librarian of the state de- 
partment, Most of the text of the decla- 
ration is still legible, but only one or two 
of the signatures can be made out. There 
is only a trace of the autograph of Jonn 
Hancock, the first to sign. 

The committee, equipped with powerful 
microscopes, made a careful examination 


| 


of the declaration. It was foung that 
the ink used was not of the first quality. 
The fact that the engrosser (not unknown 
to history) used a sharp pen and bore 
steadily upon it accounted in a measure 
for the better presertation of the text 
as compared with the signatures. The 
great damage sustained, however, was in 
1820, when a copy was taken by the crude 
letter press process. This was done in 
order to secure a fac-simile for the sur- 
viving signers (one of whom was Thomas 
Jefferson) and their families. The com- 
mittee recommended that the declaration 
be shut in an air and light tight case 
and kept from exhibition. 

Today the document was photographed 
and then locked up. 

The committee recommended that at 
certain long intervals of time it be taken 
from its case and rephotographed, the 
purpose being to measure as nearly 45

"MADE BY AUSTIN 


Macon Man Leaps from Win- 
dow of Ayres Building and 
Is Killed.

Macon, Ga., April 24.—(Special.)—It was a 
leap, not for life; but for death W. D. 
Austin, a Southern railway engineer) 
made here shortly after noon today and 
now Austin’s body rests upon the cool- 
ing boards in an undertaker’s dead house. 

Austin, a young man yet in his early 
thirties, occuple@ a room in the Ayres 
building, on Second street, at Cherry.

Macon. He worked last night and at 6 
o'clock this morning, when he left his 
work, seemed in apparent good health 
and spirits. 

Just when he reached his room no one 
appears to know, but at 12:30 pedestrians 
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W. D. AUSTIN, 
Of Macon, Who Was Yesterday 
Killed by Falling from a Window. 
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on Second street saw a body descending 
from the top floor of the Ayres building 
toward the sidewalk, revolving like a 
ball as it came down. 

The form was attired in a blue suit of 
underwear, while the feet were void of 
socks. As it came down the revolving 
form was under the observation of a 
number of persons on the opposite side 
of Second street, and when it struck the 
sidewalk it fell immediately in front of 
a pedestrian moving along. 

The impression at first was that Aus- 
tin’s death was accidental, but at the 
inquest held tonight ‘witnesses appeared 
who stated that they had seen the man 
step in front of the blind, stand upon the 
window sill and placing his hands above 
his head as though about to dive, make 
the leap which ended his life. 

It was evidefice of this nature which 
caused the verdict to set forth a case of 
suicide.

Washington, April 4.—Ross Perry, the 
attorticy for Mrs. James N. Tyner, whose 
husband was summarily re- 
soved from ‘his position as assistant at- 
torney general for the postoffice depart- 
ment under rather sensational circum- 
stances, called on Attorney General Knox 
and taiked the case over with him. He 
made to the attorney general substantial- 
ty the same statement given out by him 
last night, namely, that the papers taken 
by Mrs. Tyner from the safe in her hus- 
band’s office on Tuesday were altogether 
personal, but that re- 
turned when called for.

Payne and Knox To Confer. 

Attorney General Knox today expressed: 
the opinion to Postmaster General Payne 
that unless there is something to show 
that the documents taken from the safe 
are government property no case would 
lie. This statement was made after Mr. 
Knox had gone over the papers forward- 
ed to him by the postoffice department. 
Mr, Payne replied by stating the cir- 
cumstances attending the taking of the 
papers and the fact that most of the 
papers filed in the government safe are of 
a confidential nature, and therefore are 
not of record. There will be a conference 
tomorrow between Mr. Payne and Mr. 
Knox. The position taken by the post- 
office department now is that it has done 
all that it is possible to do to establish 
the facts Im ‘the

irrespective of the nature of what was 


the department of justice. It is known 
‘by the postmaster general that the safe 
from which all the papers were taken has 
contained valuable official papers at va- 
rious times and that Mr. Tyner bas so 
Stated.

He 
told the pastmaster general] that the Ty- 
ners would be glad to have the postmaster 
general or any representative of his de- 
partment look over the papers at the Ty- 
ner residence. Mr. Payne talked with 
Mr. Perry at some length and pointed out 
to him that the Tyners were given an op- 
portunity immediately after the papers 
were taken to open them in the presence 
of the officers of the department and had 
refused to show them or indicate to the 
sovernment representative even their na- 


ture, 
Payne Talks of Case. 

Mr. Payne was asked subsequently if 
he declined Mr. Perry’s proposition, but 
Said he could not discuss that phase of 
the question. It may be stated as the 
department's attitude, however, that it 
will not give much weight to the papers 

_ that are returned and it is unlikely that 
any further serious effort will be made to 
recover the papers in view of the fact 
that there is no way of showing whether 
papers which might be returned included 
@ll those actuaily taken. Postmaster 
General Payne said this evening: 

“If there were conclusive evidence that 
all the documents taken away would 
be shown that would be one thing, but 
this the department has no means of 
knowing. If there was motive for tak- 
ing the papers and an intention of mak- 
ing away with any of them, there has 
been ample time to accomplish it. Wheth- 
@ér the papers were private or not, the 
impropriety of the act is apparent, to 
say the least. I regard it quite as im- 
proper to take out of the safe-in a gov-:

CHICAGO: GANG: 
HAS LOST CRP 


Scott Tells of Ws Defeat to 
Municipal League, 


He Speaks of the Municipal Situation 
and Tells How the Once Power- 
ful Gang That Ruled the 
City Has Been Com- 
pletely Routed. 


Ann Arbor, Mich., April 4—The dele- 
gates io the annual convention of the 
National Municipal League came out 
from Detroit today to hold a morning and 
afternoon session at the University of 
Michigan. This morning Frank Hs Scott, 
vice president of the Municipal Voters’ 
League, of Chicago, delivered an address 
on the municipal situation in Chicago, 
speaking in part as follows: | 

“The foundation of misrule in large 
cities is.the apathy and. indifference of 
their cittens. The problem now being 
worked ot in Chicago is how far a wide 
and genuine desire for good government, 
expressing itself in positive action, can

caSe; thatthe fmpro-% 
- of the act.is of equal. importance, 


be effective, as against the limitations of 
a body of laws unsuvited to existing con- 
ditions, afi unsympathetic legislature, the 
opposition of partisan machines and a 
settled order of things which is the fruit 
of years of misrule. The Municipal 
Voters’ League entéred the field in 1896, 
with the avowed purpose of endeavoring 
to gecure ‘the election of ‘aggressively 
honest mén’ to the council, and employ- 
e@ surprisingly simple means to effect its 
aim. The once pewerful gang has been 
completely overthrown, ‘but three of its 
fifty-eight. members remaining in the 
council, and they iare wholly discredited 
‘and’ without influence. A very remark- 
able fact is that in the organization of 
its committees party affiliations have no 
place. 

“The success of the league is proof of, 
‘and has been wholly due to, the wide- 
spread and sincere desire of the citizens 
for good government. 

‘‘There are important elements entering 
into the present municipal situation in 
Chicago. Chief among these is the 
movement to secure an amendment to 
the constitution of the state which shall 
permit changes in the laws relating to 
local government. The city is grievous- 
ly embarrassed by constitutional restric- 
tions entirely unwarranted by present 
conditions, and by the illogical system 
which gives to the state legislature a con- 
trol over purely local concerns. It is also 
proposed to accomplish adequate changes 
in ‘the revenue laws, and a reform of 
municipal and local minor courts.” 

The municipal ‘situation in Detroit was 
the subject of a paper by Sherman D. 
Callender, attorney for the Detroit Mu- 
nicipal League. 

W. A. Frisbie, city é@ditor of: The Min- 


meapolig Jourmal,, reviewed the recent 


municipal scandal in that city, which has 
résulted so far in forty-nine Indictments 
by the. grand jury and five convictions. 

The visitors were entertained at lun¢ch- 
eon by President Angell, Dean Hutchins, 
of the law department, and Dean Hud- 
son, of the literary department of the 
university. 

“The Year’s Work.” 

At the Detroit meeting of the National 
Municipal League on Wednesday, Clinton 
Rogers Woodruff, the secretary, said in 
his annual address: 

“The consensus of opinion certainly 
seems to be that, if there is to be private 
operation of municipal franchises, the 
rates charged should be such as to per- 
mit only of a fair return on the capital 
involved; or else there should be such 
a return to the city as represents the 
value of the franchises over and above 
such fair return to capital. 

“The sentiment in favor of municipal 
ownership is well nigh unanimous. Wheth- 
er there should be short or long leases 
to private corporations for private oper- 
ations is still being debated, but the 
trend is undoubtedly in favor of short 
leases and frequent revision of the terms. 
This certainly has been the recent ten- 
dency, and the settlement in Chicago is 
likely to be along these lines. 

“The period of the reckless granting 
of franchises is about past. The people 
are awakening to their value and to the 
necessity for a proper control of them in 
the interest of the whole community. The 
instances of the activity of officials in 
the same direction are multiplying in a 
most encouraging manner. The experi- 
ence of Kansas City is by no means an 
exceptional one, but it serves as a strik- 
ing illustration of what has been done 
and of what can be done. 

‘When Mayor Reed was elected, in 
April, 1900, he at once entered the lists 
for the people against the street rail- 
way company, a corporation which had 
been accused of dictating the nomination 
of both republicans and democrats for 
municipal offices. The street railway 
monopoly, confident in the support of 
dishonest Officials, took up the gage 
thrown down by the mayor. Politicians 
“who were said to have been bribed on a 
number of occasions, and several news- 
papers, sided with the monopoly. But 
the mayor was indomitable in his fight 
against corruption. With the mora] sup- 
port of the best citizens in the commun- 
ity, he finally put the evil forces of the 
railway company to rout. Two of the 
Metropolitan employees became fugitives 
from justice, after indictments charging 
them with jury-bribing had been found 
against them. 

“A grand jury subsequently declared 
that councilmen had been bribed, but 
sufficient evidence to convict them could?

Finally, the street railway attorneys 
acknoweldged defeat. 

“The outcome of this very interesting 
fight between the forces of morality and 
corruption was annuonced some months 
ago. By the terms of an agreement, 
signed by the street railway company, 
the corporation will hereafter pay 8 per 
cent of its total receipts to taxation, and 
whatever is left of this 8 per cent, after 
its share of state, council and city taxes 
have been paid, to go to the city, the 
company agreeing that this shall never 
be less than $100,000 per year for the 
balance of the life of its franchise (twen- 
ey-three years). 

“Other concessions made by the cor- 
poration are universal transfers, with @ 
faster schedule and the expenditure at 
once of $6,000,000 in improvements. 

“Mayor Reed was able to accomplish 2 
splendid reform in a public seryice sim- 
ply because he possessed the moral cour- 
age to fight corruption without thought 
of his political future. With the majori- 
ty of men in public life today the sense 
of moral obligation is decidédly blunted 
by either friendship for political friends 
or a desire to contfnue in office. When 
men in public life possess strength of 
eharacter and are not disposed to as- 
sume the role of impostor, their moral 
suasion will certainly be a blessing to the 
people they serve. 

“The effect of Mayor Weaver's prompt 
décTtaration in favor of the continued 
municipal ownership of the Philadelphia 
water works and the city’s other fran- 
chises has already been referred to and 
is not only in striking contrast to the 
conduct of his predecessor, but also il- 
lustrates how powerful for the preserva- 
tion of the city’s interests the modern 
mayor is, when he chooses to exert his 
power in that belralf.’”’

CURES TENDER FEET 
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The inspection of steam boilers that are 
insured is an art that few people are 
acquainted with, and is much more diffi- 
cult and intricate than a layman would 
imagine. J. B. Crossland, boiler inspector 
of the Fidelity and Casualty Company, 
has just returned from a tour of Florida 
and south Georgia, inspecting the boilers 
at'a large number of mills and factories 
throughout the territory visited. In 
making an inspection, Mr. Crossland pur- 
sues the following method: 

Having properly equipped himself by 
donning a suit of overalls which completc- 
ly cover him from head to foot, with the 
exception of his face, hands and feet, he 
enters the boiler through the front man- 
hole, sounds with a hammer tite shell 
and tubes and all braces which can be 
reached from that point, examines also 
the condition of the shell and thbes as to 
cleanliness; then he emerges and efitors 
the boiler again through the top man- 
hole, sounding the shell, tubes and 
braces which can be reached from that 
point. 

Emerging from the manhole the inspéc- 
tor crawis underneath the boiler through 
the furnace doors, sounding the shell 
again as far as can be reached on the out- 
side or on the side that is exposed to the 
flames and heated gases. 

When through at this point he enters 
the back connection from the rear door, 
examining all parts from there. The 
front and rear tube heads as far as ex- 
posed ,and the blow-off pipes and all con- 
nections to the boilers are then examined, 
and when this has been completed, the 
brick-work, setting, etc., are gone over 
carefully. 

The steam gauges are then tested and 
the general external condition of the 
boiler observed. 

Eugene Oberdorfer, president of the Fi- 
delity and Casualty Company, will visit 
Atlanta soon, to take a look over this 
field and observe personally the progress 
of the company.

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Her Action Regarding Manchuria 
a Breach of Faith,

United States Will Register a Strong 
Protest—If Russia Carries Out 


Her Purpose There Will Be 
No Additional Treaty 
Port in Manchuria. 


Washington, 
from Pekin, has cabled Secretary Hay a 
eynopsis of the demands gnade upon 
China by Russia respecting contro] of 
Manchuria. This account agrees pre- 
cisely with the press report of Russia's 
last coup at the Chinese capital. Sec- 
retary Hay will take no action in the 
matter until he has communicated the 
facts to the president and has learned the 
latter's wishes, 

The present impression here jis that the 
Russian action is a distinct breach of 
faith with the United States. The Rus- 
gian government pledged itself three times 
formally, and the documents are on rec- 
@rd that the “open door” should be 
maintained in Manchuria and Russian 
troops should be withdrawn as soon as 
peace was restored. Finally the latter 
promise took the shape of a treaty stip- 
ulation. It was provided that the evacu- 
ation should take place within three dis- 
tinct periods. The Russian soldiers 
should have quit Manchuria on the &th 
of this month, according to that treaty, 
but a plausible explanation for a tem- 
porary retention of the remaining Russian 
troops was offered ‘by nussia in the claim 
that the country was still disturbed, and 
that vigorous military measures were 
necessary for the purpose of sanitation. 


No Danger of War. 

Officials declare that there is no danger 
of war with Russia over this incident. 
The government of the United States will 
record its ideas of what should be done 
in Manchuria and as the result of Sec- 
retary Hay’s projected conference with 
the president it is probable that ufrther re- 
monstraince will be added. But it is 
anticipated that Russia will, for the time 
being at least, allay foreign opposition or 
at least that of the United States, by 
carrying out its pledge as to the open 
door. 

There will be no additional treaty ports 
in Manchuria if Russia succeeds in this 
last move. New Chwang, however, is 
still a treaty port and unless .Russia 
makes a further move of applying her 
customs system to that port, United 
States products may enter there at the 
game uniform rate of © per cent duty, 
@s are collected in the southern Chinese 
ports. 

An official of the government, well in- 
formed regarding Chinese affairs,- said 
tife* stép taken’-by “Russia~is “one» Tor 
which she has been preparing for a mum- 
ber of years. Extraordinary as it may 
seem, he says, there appears to be no 
way of preventing the consummation of 
Russia’s plan. Japan is in no. position 
to dispute the action and the purpose of 
Russia could not be changed. As to the: in- 
terest of this government, he said, it 
was doubtful whether the, United States 
could look with favor upon the far great- 
er control of the Pacific ocean, which 
the new move would give Russia. He 
had no doubt that Russia would eventual- 
ly apply the Russian tariff to the new 
territory, in which case the United States 
would endeavor to sell the Russian raw 
material in place of_the finished products 
which now go to that part of China. He 
said that there has been great develop- 
ment in Manchuria under the Russian 
auspices during the past few years and 
especially in the last eight months. 


Open Door Guaranteed. 

Dalny, the port about 4 miles from 
Port Arthur, has not only been greatly 
improved. but well fortified. This port 
is leased territory, which ‘was discussed 
in correspondence between the United 
States and Russian governments in 1899. 
When Russian leased for twenty-five 
years certain Chinese ports assurances 
were given Ambassadur Hitchcock that 
the open door would be maintained. To 
make this more emphatic, Secretary Hay, 
on September 6, addressed a letter to 
Ambassador Tower calling attention to 
the categorical assurances given his pre- 
decessor by Russia when she leased the 
ports of Port Arthur, Talien-Wan and 
the adjacent territory in the Loia Tung’ 
peninsula. On December 18, 189, General 
Muravieff replied to Mr.. Hay’s note, say- 
ing the imperial government had demon- 
Strated its firm intention to follow the 
policy of the “open door.” In the same 
hole the count said that as to other ter- 
ritory the fixing of duties belongs to 
China itself anq “‘the imperial govern- 
Mant has no intention of claiming privi- 
leges for its own subjects to exclude 
other foreigners.’’ The count said: ‘The 
imperial government is happy to have 
complied with the wishes of the Ameri- 
can government.” — 

The dispatches from Pekin announcing 
the terms which Russia has named to 
China for the carrying out of the Man- 
Churian agreement were read, with decp 
concern in diplomatic circles today. 
While the dipiémats are not disposed, for 
Obvious reasons, to publicly comment on 
them, it is expected that at least the 
United States, Great Britain and Japan 
Will join in a firm note to the Chinese 
S0vernment insisting that’ China do not 
agree to the conditions which Russia 
Secks to impose. It is rather expected 
in diplomatic quarters that the United 
States will take the initiative, possibly 
because of the prompt action taken by 
Secretary Hay on one other occasion 
when Russia sought to secure an agree- 
ment with China which was held by 
this and other powers to be inimical to 
interests. The interests of the 
United States, Great Britain and Japan 
in Manchuria are such, it is said, as to 
bring those countries closely together in 
this matter.

MORMONS PUT 


‘ON BLACKLIST: 


Missionaries Will Be Ex- 
pelled from Prussia and 
Mecklenburg. 


Berlin, April 24.—The govergments of 
Prussia and of the grand duchy of Meck- 
lenburg have decided to expel the Mor- 
mon missionaries, of whom there are 145 
in Germany and ninety in Prussia, on 
the ground that they are propagating 
a form of religious belief incompatible 
with the laws of state and public morals 
and because polygamy is not excluded 
from their doctrines. The missionaries, 
who are all Americans, will be allowed 
sufficient time to settle up their personal 
affairs. None of the Mormons have yet 
been deported. 

The government of Prussia defined the 
expulsion as being simply a police meas- 
ure for which no legislation need be 
made. Peter Lantensac, a German natu- 
ralized in Utah, first organized mission- 
ary work here in 1896. He was succeeded 
in 1899 as bishop by Arnold Schultheiss:, a 
Swiss, naturalized in Utah, who directed 
100 missionaries. Hugh J. Cannon re- 
placed him in 1900 and the latter has 
steadily increaseqd the number of Mor- 
mon preachers and has nearly doubled 
the membership, which is now 4,000. 

When a Mormon arrived in a German 
village he would rent a hall and begin to 
preach the new faith and the common 
result was that the local pastor of the 
state church or the Catholic priest of 
the parish would complain to the police, 
who not infrequeently ordered the mis- 
sionary to leave. 


CAN’T REACH BUTTE BY WIRE. 


Western Union Offices Closed Owing 
; ‘to a Strike. 

Butte, Mont., April 24.—Acting on In- 
structions from Superintendent MeMich- 
ael, at Minneapolis, Manager Wild closed 
the local office of the Western Union Tel- 
egraph Company at midnight and an- 
nounced that business through the com- 
pany’s office in this city would be sus- 
pended until furt?fer notice. This order, 
Manager Wild stated, applies to all leased 
wires leading into Butte. 

The trouble arose out of a strike of 
messenger boys and the decision of the 
company to close its office here followed 
an unsuccessful attempt to deliver its 
messages yesterday. Men were employed 
at $ per day, but were pelted with eggs 
and driven back to the office. The tel- 
egraph officials complain that the police 
protection given their employees is wholly 
inadequate. 


STRUCK A SUBMERGED WRECE. 


Italian Steamer Is Crippled in South- 

ern Waters. 

New York, April %4.—Having broken 
three blades of her propeller, the Italian 
royal mail line steamer Sicilia, which 
left New Orleans April 16 for Genoa, put 
into this port today for repairs. Captain 
Toscanino reports that two days after 
leaving New Orleans, when the vessel 
was in latitude 24.15, longtitude 81.51, a 
short distance southeast of Key West, 
a. shock was felt throughout the ship. 
The engines were stopped and an ex- 
amiration made which revealed three of 
the propeller blades broken. It is thought 
that the steamer struck a submerged 
wreck. Captain Toscanino decided to 
bring his vessel to this port for repairs 
and under reduced speed the vessel was 
six days coming from the Straits of

ativised of them, said: 

“The assurances which Russia has giv- 
en on different occasions relative to the 
security of American trade interests in 
Manchuria continue in full force and 
could‘ not be otherwise construed.”

Passengers on Burlington Tra‘n 


Held Up and Robbes. 


One Man Covered the Passengers 
with Revolver While the Other 
Helieved Them of Their 
Valuables—Robbery a 
Bold One. 


Lincoln, Nebr., April 24.—Passengers or 
the Burlington train were held up and 
robbed of $1,000 early this morning as 
the train was leaving the Burlington 
union station in Lincoln. The train has 
been robbed three times within 100 miles 
of Iincoln. The robbery last fall netted 
$0,000 to the men who did the work, 
and no trace of them has ever been 
found. 

The work this morning was accom- 
plished mostly while the passengers from 
branch lines were in the depot awaiting 
the arrival of transcontinental trains. 
Many of the persons in the depot were 
asleep and did not know they had been 
robbed until aroused by the noise of the 
train pulling into the-union depot. 

The presence of the robbers was first 
discovered by a woman. She screamed 
and the people in the waiting room 
gathered around. Investigation proved a 
majority of them had been robbed. The 
confusion permitted the robbers to es- 
cape. Later they made their presénce 
known on board an immigrant gleeper, 
where the conductor and pprter, together 
with the passengers, were herded into 
one end of the car and the search insti- 
tuted by one man, while the other held 
the crowd back with guns. They left 
the train between Lincoln and Milford. 


BOARD OF CHURCH EXTENSION. 


Southern Methodist Body in Session 
at Louisville. 

Louisville, April 24.—The board of 
church. extension of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church, south, composed of all the 
bishops and many ministers of the 
church, went into annual session this 
morning at the headquarters of the board 
on West Chestnut street to consider ap- 
plications for loans and donations for the 
rurpose of building new churches. The 
board has before it applications for loans 
amounting to $92,725 and for donations 
from the general fund to the extent of 
$109,364. Under the rule donations ? 2 
limited to $34,000 annually. The sessions 
are presided over by Presley Meguiar, of 
this city, who is president of the board. 

The report of the corresponding see- 
retary, P. H. Whisner, shows that dur- 
ing the past year 125 churches have 
been aided, $33,620 donated and $67,787 
loaned. During the year $77,831 was col- 
lected on assessments, one-hadf of which 
goes to the conference boards. Collec- 
tion of principal and interest on loans 
amounted to $46,308. 

The report showed that the collections 
marked i decline and it was noted that 
there is a tendency on the part of the 
borrowing churches to force the board 
to convert the loans into donations. 

A number of ministers are present to 
urge their claims before the board. The 
board will continue in session tomor- 
row.

An Important Admission. 

Commenting on the speech of Colo- 
nel Henry Watterson before the Ham- 
ilton Club, of Chicago, The Detroit 
Free Press gives utterance to some 
thoughts that are remarkable for their 
sanity, considering that paper's en- 
vironments. 

Colonel Watterson told the mem- 
bers of the Hamilton Club that the 
race question could .not be settled by 
political agitation, and he also made 
it very clear that the average negro 
of the south is totally unfitted to 
wield the franchise; for the very 
simple reason that he understands 
neither the importance nor the mean- 
ing thereof. , 

The Detroit Free Press seems to be 
convinced on these points, for it 
plainly tells the people of the north 
that “Colonel Watterson is standing 
on solid ground,” and admits that po- 
litical agitation has been tried and 
failed. The Free Press says 

Most men of the north have come to 
understand that negro suffrage in the 
aggregate has not proved a success, and 
that the country has not been able to 
digest this enormous mass of citizenship 
which appreciated none of its duties 
and responsibilities. In individual cases 
the negro has demonstrated his gight to 
exercise the franchise. En masse, we 
have learned the folly of trying to create 
citizens by reckless fiat of law. If the 
south, in the exercise of that self-preser- 
vation which is the first law of nature, 
chooses to adopt constitutions and enact 
laws which exclude from the polis all 
negroes who have not earned the right 
of suffrage, none of us can quarrel with 
her. In this, the southern states are ex- 
ercisihg a sovereign right common to all 
states, and which cannot be denied them 
or withheld. 

The above is simply plain, common 
sense. It recognizes the situation as 
it exists; It admits that the people 
who are most directly concerned in 
this problem are the only ones who 
can be safely trusted to settle it. 

Had The Free Press stopped right 
there its editorial would have been 
altogether sound and of value. But 
that old sectional feeling will crop up 
in connection with everything that 
pertains to this race problem. For in-

recognize another very important fact 


in connection with this problem; that 
the south has merely been doing what 
other sections of the country have 
done—excluded ignorance from the 
polls. Various northern states have 
placed an educational qualification on 
the voter, and we do not find that 
their representation in congress has 
been affected thereby. 

The Detroit Free Press admits that 
ignorance should not be entrusted 


all reasoning minds that to disfran- 
chise ignorance is absolutely essential 
to good government. This is all that 
the south has done. And this is what 
has been done elsewhere. 

The north gave the negro the fran- 
chise and in doing so it almost 
doubled the south’s representation in 
congress and in the electoral college. 
It was no work of ours. To nullify 
this condition of affairs it must repeal 
those enfranchising clauses of the 
federal constitution which made this 
Situation possible. No southern 
state can repeal the federal con- 
stitution, nor has one of them 
attempted to do so. But they 
can, and some of them do, insist on 
an educational qualification for voters. 
This deprives’ no one of a vote who 
has any right thereto, mora! or other- 
wise.

It will be observed that Mr. Car- 
negie made this princely donation to 
the cause of negro education “with- 
He had no theories 
to advance. Following the line of his 
recent Fernandina interview, he ac- 
knowledges that the negro must work 
out his destiny here in the south; 
and, therefore, must fit himself for 
those pursuits which are opened to 


‘him here. 


With true philanthropy. he has 
given a very considerable portion of 
his fortune to helping the negro 
along practical lines. He attempts 
nothing new—he is simply satisfied 
with the work Booker Washington 
is doing for his race through the 
splendid industrial school which he 
has founded at Tuskegee. 

And so is everybody satisfied with 
it; the people of the south, as well 
as those of the north. He is teach- 
ing the negroes how to work. That 
ig the secret of Tuskegee’s success. 
Practical men like Mr. Carnegie, who 
laid the foundations of their own for- 
tunes by the sweat of their brow, re- 
alize that it is in the field of manual 


labor-that the negro must first begin 


to work out his destiny. 

To better fit him for those callings 
is the aim of Booker Washington and 
his coworkers. They realize that 
when they turn out a well-equipped 
negro carpenter or brickmason or 
farmer or blacksmith they have done 
more for their race and for their coun- 
try than if they had turned out a doz- 
en “professional” graduates. 

They “prefer to look at the negro’s 
case from a practical standpoint, and; 
therefore, to equip him for’ those 
things which he can the easiest find 
to do and the better perform. They 
are not willirg to edvcate him out of 
his sphere and turn him 1]50se to graze 
where there is no grass. It is wiser, 
so they rightly think, to better fit him 
for taking advantage of the opportu- 
nities that .lie in wait for him than to 


have him lie in wait for opportunities 


that are not to come to him. 

Other philanthropists have expend- 
ed their millions on universities for 
the “higher education” of the ‘negro, 
and these universities continue to 
grind them out. But these same uni- 
versities and these same philanthro- 
pists have failed to provide callings 
and opportunities for their “higher ed- 
ucated” negroes. 

Some of them, it is true, have de- 
veloped fields of usefulness; but even 


these few would find it a pretty hard 


problem if it were not for those of 
their race whose hands have been edu- 
cated, instead of their heads only. 
It is these latter who are creating 
the wealth of which the negroes of 
the south are today possessed, and 
which, as the tax books show, is in- 
creas'ng from, year to year. They 
are the ones whose success in life is 
founded on a more substantial basis, 
whose earning capacity is. greater 
than the actual necessities of exist- 
ence, and who are building homes for 
themselves, providing incomes for the 
lawyers and doctors and preachers of 
their own race and a future for their 
children. 

Booker Washington’s school de- 
serves all the aid and encouragement 
it is receiving. It is a blessing to his 
race and to the south. It is providing 
the sort of education the negro needs 
and the only sort that will ever enable 
him to lift himself out of the quagmire 
of ignorance and poverty in which gen- 
erations of slavery left him. 

There is not an intelligent white 
person in the south who begrudges

Mr. Carnegie’s gift to the cause of ne- 
gro education is a princely one, but it 
is small compared with the millions 
that the white tax payers of Georgia 
alone have spent upon the negro’s ed- 
ucation since the war; a drop in the 
bucket compared with what the whole 
south has spent upon him during that 
time. 

But it is a noble benefaction and 
one well invested, and it offers a 
pointed suggestion to the white people 
of the south. What are we doing to- 
ward the education of our own chil- 
dren along similar lines? ‘While the 
millions of northern pliflanthropists 
are being poured into this section to 
provide the negro with industria] and 
technical training, what are we doing 
to educate the hands, as well as thé 
heads, of our own children? We may 
well pause and reflect.

“prominent American said not long 
ago that a dollar was the most pro- 
ductive thing in the world. It is needless 
to say he was a disciple of that doc- 
trine which has given the dollar an ad- 
jective which is applied to only the King 
of kings. The ‘almighty dollar,’ greater 
than ali things visible ard invisible, im- 
measurable in quartity of results, infinite 
in accomplishment. 

“But there is a fatal defect in the 
omnipotence of the dollar. It is material, 
and, being material, it is subject to the 
physical law of material things, action 
and reaction. The dollar on the stock 
exchange which makes a fortune today 
for Mr. Smith loses the same fortune 
for Mr. Jones and when the sun goes 
down there is no increase in assets. The 
happiness on the credit side of the ex- 
¢hange is offset by the misery’ on the 
debit side. 

“The most productive thing in_ the 
world, my friends, is not a dollar, or two 
dollars, or a million dollars, but. it is 
something which is not material; it is the 
germ of power which moves ships and 
trains, navies and armies, which builds 
empires and populates continents where 
formerly reigned only desolation and 
savage beasts,or men; it is something 
which gives no promise in appearance 
of its possibilities, but it is alive and 
bristling with enérgy and horse power; 
it is a boy, and above all, an American 
boy.

" “tion is one that has not heretofore 
occurred to Comptroller General Wright 
nor any of the other state officials, A 
representative of the Georgia and Ala- 
bama Steamboat Company, which oper- 
ates a line of small steamers between 
Rome, Ga., and Gadsden, Ala., called on 
the comptroller general yesterday and 
made the point that his steamboat line 
had no franchise that could be valued 
because of the fact that Its charter gave 
it no special privileges. In other words, 
the charter from the state gives the com- 
pany no right which it did not already en- 
joy under the United States laws apply- 
ing to navigation. The company does 
an interstate business which 
operated as well and to as rc gry 
age without a state charter because of 
certain rights given under the United 
States statutes. 

The same reasoning would apply to any 
Other steamboat company which does an 
interstate business. Practically the only 
privilege given it by the charter is the 
usual limit of liability to the value of the 
capital stock. Under these circumstances 
the question naturally arises as to wheth- 
er a@ steamboat company can be forced 
to make a return of the value of its 
franchise, since the franchise does not 
stow out of a grant by the state, but 
rather from the navigation laws of ‘the 
| United States.

Importance of Securing Infor- 
mation About Markets.

| Business People Talk of the Neces- 
| sity for a Cotton Exchange or 
Similar Institution — At- 
lanta the Only City of Its 
Size Without One. 


—_—_—_—— 


Atlanta's need for an exchange where 
the daily quotations of all products and 
securities may be had, is becoming a 
matter of increased discussion among the 
business men of Atlanta. ’ 

Atlanta is the only city of its import- 
ance in the country without an institu- 
tion of this kind, call it cotton exchange, 
board of trade, or by whatever name 
suits pest, where the daily prices of coi- 
ton, produce of all kinds, stocks and 
bonds that are sought for investment, 
can be had. 

The importance of an exchange is sug- 
gested not only by the needs of business 
men of the city for information for which 
they have to depend now upon more or 
less uncertain sources, or get it at a 
time when it is too late to be of value, 
but by the fact that farmers and coun- 
try merchants bringing or sending cot- 
ton and other produce into the city, have 
now no accurate source of information 
as to prevailing prices. 

For instance, it is said that the differ- 
ent cotton buyers in Atlanta have fre- 
quently bought cotton brought into the 
city on the same day and at the same 
hour, at different prices. These prices 
have frequently varied an eighth of a 
cent a pound, which would amount to a 
considerable sum on a large quantity of 
the staple. With an exchange where ail |, 
such transactions might be made, or the 
prices ascertained, at least, everyone 
bringing cotton into the city would be 
| enabled to secure the same price for it. 

( A Valuable Feature. 

| The value of such an exchange has im- 
| (pressed itself upon many of the business 
men of Atlanta, particularly those who 
handle cotton or securities, or those who 
buy bonds and stocks for investment. At 
present they have no other source of in- 
formation on this line than the bucket 
shops, and business men do not care to 
go to these. 

“I am satisfied such an exchange, 
whether it be called cotton exchange, 
board of trade, or by any other similar 
name, would be of great value to the 
business men of Atlanta,” said John 
Sanders, of the firm of Sanders, Swann 
& Co., speaking of the proposition yes- 
terday. 

“Out in Houston, Tex., where I make 
my headquarters now, they have a cot- 
ton exchange, the membership in which 
is composed of the business people of the 
city. The members pay an initiation fee 
and annual dues for the maintenance of 
the institution, and on its boards may 
be found every day the prices of every 
commodity and every security that is 
commonly dealt in by ‘business peopie. 
There igs no dealing in futures in con- 
nection with it, its mission being simply 
to furnish at first hand the information 
of the day and the hour which comes 
by wire direct from the large markets 
of the country. 

“Atlanta is the only city of its size in 
the country, so far as I know, which is 
without such an exchange. Many of the 
business people here realize the need for 
such an institution, and I beiieve if thcy 
would get together and take the matter 
up, its establishment would come with 
very little difficulty.’’ 

Captain R. F. Wright, assistant com- 
missioner of agriculture, said he thought 
a movement of this kind would be one 
in the right direction. 

“There should be some means by which 
the producer could get information of 
value to him in disposing of his cotton 
or other products,” Captain Wright said. 
‘T believe the establishment of such an 
exchange would be a great thing for At- 
lanta. It would be a step in the direc- 
tion of progress and would undoubtedly 
do the city much good.” 

Others have expressed views along the 
same line, and it would not. be at ail 
surprising if the movement should take 
some definite shape within a short time.

So Coal Baron Tells the Com- 
merce Commission. 


Answering the Hearst Complaint, 
Baer Denies That He Is Violat- 
ing Any Law — President 
of So Many Companies 
Can’t Remember All. 


New York, April 24—President George 
F. Baer, of the Philadelphia and Reac- 
ing Company, was present today when the 
interstate commerce commission resumed 
its hearing on the complaint of William 
R. Hearst against the anthracite coal- 
carrying railroads. 

Joseph J. Jermyn, an independent mine 
operator of Scranton, testified that he had 
s0ld coal to the Susquehanna Coal Com- 
pany. He promised to send a copy of 
his contract to the commission. Prior to 
1898 his company was paid 55 per cent of 
the tide water price of coal, but now re- 
ceived 6 per cent. The price was less 
than $. He preferred selling to a coal 
company rather than to market his coal 
individually. 

The witness said his company’s prod- 
uce had not been restricted by lack of 
transportation facilities, in fact, they had 
not been able to fill the cars waiting for 
coal. The only thing that hindered their 
production of coal was the refusal of men 
and boys to work. 

Baer on the Stand. 

President Baer, of the Reading compa- 
ny, Philadelphia Coal Company, Central 
of New Jersey railroad and Temple iron 
Company. was next called. He said he 


Was president of so many companies he’ 


could not remember the names of them 
all. The annual report of the Reading 
company, Mr. Baer said, would show all 
the properties controlled by that holding 
company. Some of the compantes, whose 
stock is controlled, he said, mine coal. 
Some carry coal. Some deal fn coal, and 
some mine and operate in iron. He could 
not give off-hand the capital stock of 
the companies. The Philadelphia and 
Reading Coal Company and the Phila- 
delphia and Reading Railroad Company, 
he said, are operated by voting trusts, 
the personnel of which is different, ex- 
cept that J. Pierpont Morgan is a mem- 
ber of both. Mr. Baer said about ® 
per cent of the mining properties of the 
anthracite region is owned or controlied 
by the Philadelphia and Reading Coal 
Company. About 21 per cent of the coal 
produced is owned by the Philadelphia 
and Reading company. 

Mr. Shearn read to the witnesses the 
section of the Pennsylvania constitution 
which debars companies incorporated as 
carriers from engaging in the business of 
mining or manufacturing end asked if 
the eperation of the Reading Coal and 
Iron Company is not a violation of that 
provision. ~ 

“The Philadelphia Coal and Iron Com- 
pany exists under the statutes of the 
State of Pennsylvania,” replied Mr. Baer. 


“Tt does not evade any laws of the statc ; 


nor of the United States. I shall be 
glad to have the question tested in any 
form you may elect. There is no applica- 
tion of that provision of the Pennsylvania 
constitution to our charter. That ques- 
tion has been decided in various courts. 
The corporate franchises were granted 
prior to the adoption of the new constitu- 
tion and the courts have decided that 
those charters are inviolable.” 

Mr. Baer added that some of his con- 
tracts with the coal operators were for 
purchasing and some for transpor- 
tation. The coal was purchased by a 
railroad company which had authority in 
its charter to deal in coal, 

faer Shows Temper. 

Mr. Baer added he never believed that 
there was any intention to build the 
railroad projected by Simpson and Wat- 
kins. It first occurred to him to buy up 
al! the stock of the Temple Iron Com- 
pany when he wanted the iron com- 
pany’s charter. Mr. Watkins, he said, 
had a scheme to establish a great freight 
company in New York to buy and sell 
eval and consolidate the different sales 
agents ‘wit hone company. 

Witness said in reply to a question that 
he wanted to hold off the proposed in- 
dependent railroad. It would have fiurt 
his company. If like conditions arose 
again he would advise his stockholders 
to do again as they had done. 

“Even if it be in violation of law?” 
esked Mr. Shearn.

THE TRADE SITUATION. 


New York, April 24—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly review of trade tomorrow will 
Say: 

Trade responded promptly to better 
weather in many sections of the country, 
notably activity appearing in seasonable 
lines of wearing apparel, yet wholesalers 
report conservatism as compared with 
earlier months this year, although bus- 
iness is more active than it was a year 
ago. Some branches are still backward, 
and there is more or less complaint re- 
garding collections, while renewals are 
frequently asked. Outdoor work is vig- 
orously prosecuted, agricultural] commu- 
nities endeavoring to make up lost time 
and structural undertakings call for large 
quantities of lumber and,building mate- 
rials, sustaining quotation’. Labor grob- 
Jems are being solved with encouraging 
celerity. Lake navigation has had the 
expected effect in reducing rail congestion, 
and shipments are more prompt, yet there 
is no diminution in the splendid increase 
of gross railway earnings, which show 
a gain of 13.1 per cent over last year’s 
figure for April thus far and 25.3 per cent 
over 1901. 

These facts are especially noteworthy 
as to the situation jin iron and steel in- 
custry. Scarcity of coke is no longer 
counted for complaint. On the contrary, 
-n some cases deliveries are so large as tu 
threaten accumulation, and predictions as 
to the permanence of high prices have 
ceased. Ample supplies of fuel make it 
possible for blast furnaces to turn out 
pig iron in abundance, as this was the 
only drawback, and a new high water 
mark of production may be expected for 
the month of April. Augmented stocks of 
coke and pig iron, however, fail to result 
in sufficient steel as yet, billets being in 
urgent request. A rail mill has com- 
menced work on billets, and other similar 
changes are contemplated, which indicates 
the pressure, as steel rails are more read- 
ily marketed than any other product Set- 
tlement of structural labor troubles has 
renewed activity on buildings and bridges, 
which revives interest in steel. Billets 
will be brought from abroad at the earlicst 
rossible date, but there has been difficulty 
in securing sales, as foreign producers are 
also holding large contracts. Pig iron 
is still unsettled as to price, with buyers 
placing contracts conservatively, 

While the dry goods markets have en- 
joyed a better spot demand because of fine 
weather, conditions at the leading textile 
mills have not materially improved. In- 
creased orders are chiefly confined to spe- 
clalties. Until cotton can be purchased 
more cheaply there is little prospect of 
generally lower quotations for goods; and, 
on the other hand, purchasers exhibit no 
inclination to advance bids or even buy 
freely at present liste. 

Last week’s slight improvement in heavy 
woolens has ben barely maintained. Cloth- 
iers complain of tardy deliveries of sam- 
ples, which may affect subsequent busi- 
ness. 

“New England manufacturers of boots 
and shoes report a reasonable lack.of new 
business and further contracts from job- 
bers are not expected during the next 
fortnight. Sole leather is more active at 
unchanged prices. Increased activity 
and strength has come in Chicago packer 
hiues with the advancing season.
